I have  examined  an  abstract  last  certified  to 
on  the  22nd  day  of  October,  1942,  at  8:00  o’clock  A.M. 
by  Dreibelbiss  Abstract  of  Title  Company,  to  the  title 
to  the  following  described  real  estate,  situated  in 
Allen  County,  State  of  Indiana,  to-wit: 

Beginning  at  the  Southeast  corner  of 
Columbia  and  Clay  streets,  in  the  City 
of  Fort  Wayne;  thence  East  along  the 
South  line  of  said  Columbia  Street, 

60  feet;  thence  South  parallel  to  Clay

2.  I call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the 
abstracters’  certificates  under  date  of  June  23,  1906, 
January  30,  1920,  and  May  10,  1920,  are  not  in  proper 
form,  in  that  they  state  that  the  abstracter  can  find 
no  mortgages,  liens,  etc.  There  is  nothing  serious 
about  these  certificates,  but  many  examiners  will  not 
accept  them.  These  certificates  can  be  readily  changed 
by  submitting  them  to  the  abstracter  and  having  them 
changed .

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3.  At  item  64  of  the  abstract  I find  reference 
to  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne. 

You  should  ascertain  whether  this  property  is  restricted 
as  to  any  use  which  you  intend  to  make  of  it. 

4.  At  Items  65  and  66  I find  reference  to 
taxes.  Taxes  for  1941 , payable  in  1942,  are  shown 
paid.  Taxes  for  1942  are  a lien  but  not  yet  computed. 

5.  I would  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  last  certificate  has  not  been  stamped  paid.  Until 
this  is  done  no  liability  exists  thereunder  on  the 

part  of  the  abstracter. 

I do  not  know  whether  this  property  i.s  occupied 
by  anyone  under  a lease  or  not,  but  you  should  ascertain 
the  rights  of  anyone  in  possession. 

I have  examined  both  the  resolution  adopted 
by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Standard  Oil  Company 
and  the  deed,  and  1 find  them  in  proper  form.  When 
the  dates  have  been  properly  filled  in,  and  they  have 
been  properly  executed,  I think  you  will  be  in  position 
to  close  this  deal.  Both  the  resolution  and  the  deed 
should  be  recorded,  of  course. 

The  title  is  subject  to  the  rights  of  persons, 
if  any,  in  possession,  implying  a proper  survey,  to 
rights  to  mechanics’  liens,  for  improvements,  within 
sixty  days  last  past,  if  any,  to  all  existing  easements, 
if  any,  to  recognizances  and  official  bonds  under  which 
judgment  might  be  taken.
